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CLASS  HISTORY 

'The  autumn  of  1930  brought  us  to  High  Point  College,  a  harvest

ORGANIZATIONS 


WITH  oigmiizations  some  t"etity-i>iglit  stroiii;,  and  ofKtials  making  iip  a  -.tcjgfjeiioK  total 
of  sev€nty-tn'o,  the  innocent  onlooker  might  be  tempted  to  make  f.lLirriiiK  remarks,  Sikh 
remarks,  however,  would  indeed  be  unjust. 

Practically  every  vocation  known  to  man,  ivitlv  the  possible  exception  of  hi>rtlcnltiire,  h:is  a 
representative  orHaiuzatioii  on  the  campns.  Athletics,  government,  hnsinesv,  the  stage,  jonrnalism, 
social  work,  music,  art,  literary  activities,  forensic — each  has  its  followers  and  its  leaders,  to 
\vhom  ive  give  praise  and  appreciation.  Mot  only  have  the  various  groups  organized,  but  they 
have  functioned  and  functioned  well^a  truly  remarkable  feat  when  the  number  is  considered. 

The  athletic  teams  deserve  the  highest  of  praises.  Handicapped  in  many  instances,  they  have 
nevertheless  given  the  student  body  jnst  cause  for  pride  in  their  ability  and  sportsmanship.  Their 
efforts  have  not  always  been  covered  with  the  laurel  of  victory,  hut  their  defeats  have  lieeii 
honorable  and   we  have  no  reason  for  censure. 

The  various  student  governing  botlies  ha\'e  turneti  in  a  splentlid  record.  Three  go\'ernirig 
bodies  on  the  campus,  each  functioning  smoothly  and  eHiciently  and  even  more,  harmonionsly. 
With  ethcient  leaders,  a  coopi-rative  student  body,  and  a  thinking  faculty,  failure  was  Impossible. 
Allah  be  praised  I 

In  the  realm  of  theatrical  work  we  must  pause  for  moment  and  mentally  pat  ourselves  on 
the  hack.  Albeit,  we  have  not  uncovered  a  potential  Cireta  Garbo  (humbly  grateful)  not  a  John 
Barrv^more  (doubt),  but  we  have  presented  several  ^'ery  excellent  prodtietions.  The  pla>s  re- 
ceived commentiation  from  critics  all  over  the  state,  e\'en  though  the  a^^'erage  studeiu  was  a  trifle 
dazed  by  the  presentation  of  "Aria  da  Capo."  Not  content  with  merely  producing  plays,  this 
little  group  of  eiuhuslasts  have  ivrltten  several   pla\'s  ^vhlch   in   time  will   be   preseiue<l. 

The  journalistic  field  has  furnished  the  inspiration  for  two  distinct  publications — the  news- 
paper and  the  yearbook.  The  former  started  the  school  year  ^^■lth  a  financial  obligation  and  an 
editorial  staff  of  three.  Obstacles  seem  to  exist  only  to  be  overcome,  hoivever,  and  the  lit-Pf> 
has  come  through  with  fl.vlt^g  colors,  holding  a  place  among  the  leaders  in  Intercollegiatt:  pub- 
lications. The  Zenith,  a  member  of  the  North  Carolina  College  Press  Association,  although 
haiulicapped  b\'  limited  funds,  is  a  yearbook  ivhich  might  easily  represent  a  much  larger  in- 
stitution.    Congratulations  tu  the  Senior  Class! 

The  Y.  M  C,  A.,  the  Y.  W.  C.  A.,  Christian  Endeavor,  and  the  Ministerial  Association 
have  offered  a  varied  training  and  programs  to  those  interested  in  social  ;vork.  These  groups 
have  accomplished  many  worthwhile  projects  in  their  respective  fields  and  also  have  shown  the 
practical   side  of  such  work. 

For  the  more  aesthetic  students,  the  musical  aiul  artistic  groups  have  presented  programs 
which  left  luithing  to  be  desired.  The  choir  was  unusually  successful  and  the  musicals  put  on 
bv  the  choristers  affor<led  great  pleasure  to  both  students  and  mere  citizens.  The  art  class  se- 
cured for  the  student  body  an  exhibition  of  paintings  and  prints  \vhlch  proved  of  great  interest 
to  the  student  body  and   town   people.
